Applicant's arguments with respect to independent claims 6 and 15 are considered and acknowledged but they are not persuasive. 
The "openings to enable pins. ..to pass through," as claimed, only requires the ability to so perform such function (which the prior art 
has) and does not define over the prior art beyond the extent that it defines the structure, namely, an integrated circuit (IC) with an IC 
package, an array capacitor and openings to enable pins from the IC package to pass through. Hernandez discloses (column 6, lines 48- 
51) " the present invention may be used with through hole technology" which means for each of the through-holes ability to accept (or to 
pass through) leads. 

Also for both of the claims 6 and 15 "the capacitor" should be changed to - a capacitor- for proper antecedence basis . 
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
